He is 
suffering from a stab wound in the 
neck. 

Detective Peter Ettelbrick of Spring- 
field, with the aid of a postal-photo, poe- 
itively identified the man in the _ hos- 
pital as the man accused of passing 
numerous worthless checks on Spring- 
field merchants. Campbell said he 
would go back to Springfield without 
requisition papers. 

That Campbell has been leading a 
Strange life is evidenced by the reports 
of his actions net only in Springfield, 
but also in Bloomington. Tne man is 
wanted by the Bloomngton authorities 
on two charges of forgery. That he com- 
mitted forgery in Bloomington two years 
ago Campbell does not deny. 

Campbell went to Springfield several 
months,ago from Bloomington, where 
he says he worked for a year and a 
half. He was resommended by a Bloom- 
ington undertaker whose name is Den- 
sen. He had his mail addressed in care 
of a Springfield saloon and not only was 
his mail. received. there,  -buttwo | c>f- 
fins were also delivered to-him at the 
saloon.

garb, and many checks, upon which he 
evidently had practiced. 

One of his schemes, it is said, was to 
go into a store, buy a trivial amount of 
merchandise, tender a check for a large 
amount in payment, and then disappear 
with the change... He not only pessed 
one worthless check on a merchant, but 
passed three at different times, it Is 
said. He succeeded in doing 
adopting different disguises, so that 
each time he was not suspected as the 
man who had worked the trick before. 
One of these disguises was a minister's 
apparel, another was a sandy mustache 
and a Prince Albert coat.

“The tariff question is very ciosely 
allied to the trust question andthe 
reduction of the tariff furnishes an easy 
means of limit. in the extorting which 
the trusts can “practice. 

“While absolute free trade would not 
necessarily make a trust impossib.e, 
still it is probable that very tew manu- 
facturing establishments would care to 
enter into the trust if the a bering “ph 
were empowered to put on the free list 
articles competing with those controlled 
by a trust. While I shall take occasion 
ut an early day to consider the tariff 
question more at length, I cannot per- 
mit this opportunity to pass without 
expressing the opinion that the prin- 
ciple embodied in the protective tariff 
has been the fruitful source of a great 
deal of political corruption, as well as 
the support of many of our most in- 
iquitous trusts. °* 

“It is difficult to condemn the manu- 
facturers for uniting to take advantage 
of a high tariff? schedule when the 
schedule is framed on the theory that 
the industries need all the protection 
given, and it is not likely that the 
beneficiaries of these schedules will con- 
sent to their reduction so long as the 
public waits for the tariff to be re- 
formed by its friends. 


An Evtl of Protection. 


“But one of the worst features “f the 
tartf? levied not for revenue, but for 
the avowed purpose of protection, is 
that it fosters the idea that men should 
use their votes to advance their own 
financial interests. The manufacturer 
has been assured that it is ligitimate 
for him to yote for Congressmen who. 
whatever their opinions on other sub- 
jects may b@, will legislate larger divi- 
dends into: dis pockets; sheep growers 
have been é@ncouraged to believe that 
they should have no higher aim in vot- 
ing than to taise the price of wool; and 
laboring men have been urged to make 
their wages their only concern. 

“For a generation the ‘fat’ has been 
fried oul of the manufactures by the 
Republican Congressional Committee 
and then thé manufacturercs have been 
reimbursed (by legislation. ‘With the 
public conscience educated to believe 
that this open purchase of legislation 
was entirely proper, no wonder that in- 
surance companies have used the money 
of their policyl, Je, to carry elections 
—no wonder,that trusts have hastened 
to purchase|/ immunity from punishment 
with liberal) donations.” ee 

“Nor can Wwe draw a moral] distinction 
between the man who selle his vote for 
$ on election day ang the manufac- 
turer who selle his political influence 
fox, fifty or hundred thousand dollars, 
payable in dividends. How oan we draw 
a moral between the Senator or 
Congressman elected by the trusts to 
prevent hostile iegisiation and the S8en- 
ator or Congressman kept in Congress 
by the manufacturers to secure friendly 
legislation? The party which justified 
the one form of bribery cannot be relied 
upon toe condemn the other.

“The ownership and operations of the 
local lines by the several State Govern- 
ments is not only feasibie, but it su.ts 
itself to the conditions existing in the 
various states. In those states where 
the people are ripe for a change the 
local lines can be purchased or new 
lines built at ones, while private own- 
érship can continue in these states in 
which the people stfil prefer private 
ownership. Some states have been 
‘more careful than others to prevent 
'the watering of stock, and in the ac- 
quiring of roads each State can act 
according to the situation which it has 
_to meet, 

“As to the right of the Government, 
Federal and State, to own and operate 
railroads there can be no doubt. Ii we 
can deepen the water in the lakes and 
build connecting canals in order to 
cheapen railroad transportation dur- 
ing halt of the year, we can 
build a railroad and cheapen 
the whole . year; we can 
several hundred millions on the Pan- 
‘ama Canal to lower ita! 
rates, we can build a railroad from New 
York to San Francisco to lower both 
transcontinental and local rates. Tire 
Linited States mail is increasing so rap- 
fdly that we shall soon be able to pay 
the interest on the cost of trunk lines 
‘out of the money which we now pey to 
i railroads for carrying through mails. 

“If any of you question the propriety 
‘of my mentioning this subject, I beg to 
‘remind you that the President could 
not have secured the passage of the 
rate bill had he not appealed to the fear 
of the more radical remedy of govern- 
ment ownership, and nothing will so re- 
strain the railroad magnates from. at- 
tempting to capture the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission as the same fear. 
The high-handed: manner in which they 
have violated and ignored authority, to- 
gether with the corruption discovered in 
high places; has done more to create 
sentiment in favor of public ownership 
than all the speeches and arguments ol 
the opponents of private ownership. 

“Tl have referred to the railroad ques- 
tion as part of the trust question be- 
cause they are so interwoven that it 
is difficult to consider one without the 


other. : 

“Just a word more in regard to the 
trusts. Some <estend them on the 
ground that they are wn economic de- 
velopment and that they cannot be pre- 
vented without great injury to. our in- 
dusirial system. This may be answered 
in two ways. First, trusts are a politi- 
cal development rather than an eco- 
nomic one; and, second, the trust sys- 
tem cannot be permitted to continue 
even though it did result in a net eco- 
nomic gain. 


“Legalized Larceny.” 


“It is political because it rests upon 
the corporation and the corporation 
rests upon a statutor: fvandation. The 
trust, instead of being a natural devel- 
opment, is a form of legalized larceny 
and can exist only so long as the law 
permits it to exist. 

“That there is an economic advantage 
in production on a large scale may be 
admitted, but becauSe a million yards 
of cloth can be produced in one fac- 
tory at a lower price per yard than one 
hundred thousand yards can be pro- 
duced in the same factory, it does not 
follow that cloth would be produced at 
a still lower price ner yard if all the 
cloth consumed in the United States 
were produced in one factory or under 
one management. There is a point te- 
yond which the economic advantage of 
large production ceases, The moment an 
industry approaches the position of a 
monopoly it begins to lose in economic 
efficiency, for a monopoly discourages 
invention, invites deterioration in qu l- 
ity, and destroys a most potent factor 
in production. viz: individual ambition.

The menace to 
life created by the unwholesome condi- 
tions is given as cause for the imme- 
diate draining of the pond and for 
stopping the deposit of refuse there. 

For several years Norwood pond has 
becn a menace to the residents of the 
pretty neighborhood, which extends 
three blocks from 8st. Louis avenue 
south to Northland avenue, and from 
Norwood. avenue east to King’s high- 
way. lit is a stagnant body of water wd 
feet long «and 200 feet wide and situated 
just west of Norwood, “vetween pt. 
Louis and Northland avenues. The 
stench which arises from this pond has 
caused the residents to seriously con- 
sider christening the neighborhood 
“Chesley Island No. 2.” The only thing 
that keeps them from doing this is a 
fear that they will libel Chesley Is!and. 
The city’s garbage property, they de- 
clare, is like a sweet-scented lilac in 
comparison to Norwood pond. 

Repeated efforts of the property 
holders to have the city officials abate 
the nuisance have met with no suc- 
cess and Tnursday night's meeting 
was for the purpose of discussing 
means whereby the city fathers might 
be brought to a realization of their 
duty. .

Martha Schultz, 19 years old, shook 
her blond head Friday when she was 
asked whether she intended to attempt 
a second time to end her life. She is 
Obviously glad the bullet she fired at 
her breast Thursday afternoon was 
poorly aimed. 

The Schultz home at 4412 North Broad- 
way was the scene of an informa] gath- 
ering Thursday evening, and Martha 
Schultz was in a literal sense the cyno- 
sure of dll eyes. She bore the scrutiny 
with becoming dignity, and told every- 
body how it all happened. The house 
was fille’ with friends of the family. 

To a Pos't-l'spateh reporter Miss 
Schultz gave ‘his explanation of the in- 
cidents that led up to her attempt at 
self-destruction: 

“My sister, Mary, went out into the 
street Wednesday evening and spoke to 
a young fellow she knows. She wasn't 
gone long, but I told papa she oughtn’'t 
to be running about the street that way. 
He said if he wanted any advice about 
managing the family he would ask 
for it. 

“At the dinner table Thursday we had 
some words about it again. Mary's only 
146 years old, and I don’t think she 
ought to be running about the street. 
People notice things like that. That’s 
what I told papa, and he said he would 
settle the matter by telling Mary to 
bring her company to the house. 

“IT said, ‘Well, l'm not going to have 
those brats about when I've got com- 

That's just what I said, and that’s 
the way -I feel evout it. I don’t want 
oo hanging around when my fellow’s 
ere.”’ 

After the family left the table, while 
Schultz was at work in his shoeshop 
in front of the house, his daughter took 
his revolver from a dresser drawer and 
went into the kitchen. Her mother en- 
tered the room just as she put the 
weapon to her breast, and cried out as 
the shot was fired. 

The bullet glanced, inflicting a very 
slight wound. The girl was sent home 
after spending an hour at the hospital. 
Her hair waa in curling papers and her 
hat had been le’t at home when she 
was taken out for treatment. Her par- 
ents had difficulty in persuading her to 
go home in a street car. She wanted 
either to dress her hair or go in a car- 
riage. She was finally persuaded to go 
as sho was. 

August Schultz, the father, says all 
the trouble is past. It has been ar- 
ranged that Martha and Mary are to 
receive company on different evenings.

THE “TOP” OF THE EARTH.

But the top of the earth is not the same 
as the top of a house. ‘There is no top to the earth 
from which one could fall off into space. 
the North Pole at the top of the earth, any more 
than the South Pole is at the bottom. We are 
under the delusion that the polar regions repre- 
sent the upper and under sides of our globe be- 
cause we see the North Pole next the ceiling in 
our school maps, while the South Pole is next the 
floor. Astronomically speaking, the earth is all top; 
it has no upper or under. 

These remarks are called forth by an extremely 
interesting article in the coming Sunday Pest-Dis- 
patch Magazine. It appears that the Government 
geologists have found that the great ice cap which 
covered most of the Northern Heinisphere during 
the glacial age extended as far south as St. Louis, 
and the supposition is that, as this ice cap grew 
in height and weight through the centuries of its
